A letter from State Fire Marshal 
Ray R Olll, constituting a “last 
warning" on condemnation of the 
century-old Salem city hall, 
has 
been receiv ed by Mayor R. R. John­ 
son. 
The city hall was condemned as 
unsafe on Oct. 28, 1041. by Olll. 
His letter asked that the city make 
immediate p rov isions for remov ing 
the city’s fire equip ment and city 
jail from the p remises. 
Mayor Johnson referred the m at­ 
ter to city council In a letter S at­ 
urday, asking that the body take 
action on the p roblem at its meet­ 
ing Tuesday, March 1« . 
Tex t of New Letter 
Gill's letter said. In p art: 
", , , This order (the condemna­ 
tion order) was issued at my re­ 
quest back in 1941, when I was 
fire marshal at that time. 
I in­ 
sp ected the building thoroughly at 
that time and ,lt was in bad shap e 
and should hav e been torn down, 
howev er, there were ex tensions giv ­ 
en on account of the war. 
“We are trying to clean up all 
these old orders and I feel the time 
has come when we will hav e to ask 
you to secure new quarters for your 
fire equip ment and city Jail. There 
is no quroUon but what this build­ 
ing is a fire haaard and if it should 
catch fire, you p robably would lose 
your fire equip ment, and if p rison­ 
ers were in the jail, p ossibly It 
would be the loss of life. 
"1 believ e you will agree with me 
that this dep artment . . . Has teen 
v ery fair 
Howev er, we do feel 
that we hav e been as lenient as you 
can ex p ect. 
Therefore. I wish you 
would discuss this m atter with your 
city officials and let me know Just 
how soon you can find other quar 
ters for your fire equip ment and 
city Jail."

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Working At Democracy 
The closing Installment of Cordell Hull*« thought­ 
ful memoirs might properly be used as a text for a 
course In civic« . 
“Democracy is not a static structure Mke a cathedral 
or a skyscraper," he said. “Once erected, it cannot be 
expected to stand by Itself from generation to gener­ 
ation. It is a living organism. And therefore must be 
cared for, guarded, nurtured and guided." 
He is disturbed by the great American pastime of 
telling the world how good we are because we have 
more gadgets and conveniences than anybody else. 
He sees serious flaws in the American way of life— 
lack of broad education, lack of devotions to liberty 
and law, lack of participation in public affairs, lack 
of pridence in the handling of public money, lack of 
awareness of the nation’s problems in international 
relations. 
“To the old rule that one should oount 
10 before 
berating another individual," he advise« , “I would 
add a new rule that we should count 10 hours or 10 
days before berating another nation.” This, coming 
from a man who served as secretary of state during 
almost 12 years of difficult foreign relations, is pro­ 
found advice for a nation of name-caHers. “No ach­ 
ievement can be higher than that of working in har­ 
mony with other nations so that the lash of war may 
be lifted from our backs and a peace of lasting friend­ 
ship descend upon us." he declares. 
One particular bit of advice stands out in the words 
of this conscientious public official. It is this: That 
the cltUens of the United States should give the same 
degree of thought to their public affairs that they 
give in their private affair» —their businesses, pro­ 
fessions and interests. AJ1 these are of only secondary 
importance, as would be made immediately and pain­ 
fully evident It a ooliapse of representative democracy 
wiped out the right of individual citizens to pursue 
the guarantees of American freedom. 
“In political and economic affairs,'* Mr. Hull ob­ 
serves, “the human race has suffered a steady decline, 
and It will not do to (Hit everyone to sleep by singing 
of our progress in science %nd blvenUon." 
The function of an eider statesman in a good « 
clety is to give good advice out of his accumulated wis­ 
dom. Cordell HuU long since has qualified as an elder 
statesman. He has presented his good advice: If men 
are to enjoy the blessing» of freedom they must work 
to deserve them—not let them be lost by default.

paneled jury of southerners be free of the south's

TO take care of the baby with 
eczema is a problem for both moth­ 
er and physician. 
The red, scaly 
rash which comes with this disorder 
itches so Intensely that it is diffi­ 
cult to keep the baby from scratch­ 
ing, and the more he scratches, the 
worse the rash is Ukely to become. 
The exact cause of this stubborn 
disorder in babies is not known, but 
modern medicine inclines to the 
theory that It is due to an allergy 
or over sensitivity, usually to one or 
another food, 
The tendency to oversensitivity la 
frequently Inherited from one or 
both parents. 
Finding Sensitivity 
Thus, aside from attempts to less- 
•n the discomfort of the rash with 
*>othing preparations, treatment is 
directed at finding the substance to 
which the baby is sensitive. 
The 
search must of necessity be mi a 
trial-and-error basis, one food or 
another being taken out of the 
baby’s diet and the results on the 
rash observed. 
For this reason, it often happens 
that those youngsters are limited to 
a vary restricted diet and, since so 
many of them prove sensitive to 
cow's milk, this is usually one of 
the first foods denied them. 
Normally, milk is the baby's chief 
protein food and today we art 
teaming that serious results may 
follow its discontinuance unless pro­ 
tein is supplied in some other way. 


with recurrent spells of severe Ill­ 
ness, which seem to affect some 
babies with severe eczema. At these 
times there Is a sudden gain in 
weight, due to a collection of fluids 
in the tissues, and this may be fol­ 
lowed by an equally sudden weight 
loss as the fluids are lost, together 
with listlessness, loss of appetite, 
diarrhea, and collapse. 
Lack of Protein 
Recently, it has been discovered 
that these symptoms are due to lack 
of protein in the blood and they are 
particularly likely lo occur when 
milk Is not employed in the diet 
They are not, however, due to this 
cause alone, but may also appear 
in other babies afflicted with ecze­ 
ma because of the widespread in­ 
fection which often results from the 
rash. As the protein deficiency be­ 
comes worse, the child’s resistance 
to Infection Is lowered still further,’ 
and so a vicious circle is established 
in which each condition makes the 
other more pronounced. 
In addition to the symptoms 
mentioned, there may be anemia or 
Lessening of the coloring matter of 
the t ood. and flabby muscles. 
The treatment in such eases con­ 
sists of the giving of Uver extract 
by Ini set ion Into a muscle, together 
with injections of whole blood plas­ 
ma or the fluid part of the Mood 
into a vein. 
Because of the dangers of this 
protein deficiency in babies with 
eczema, it would seem advisable 


a chemical determination of the 
amount of protein in the blood 
should be made from time to time.

E. L ; What causes a person to 
grit his teeth when asleep? 
Answer: Grinding the teeth is 
sometimes associated with nervous- 
new. and the treatment for it con­ 
sists in proper hygiene, such as 
exercise, good diet, plenty of rest, 
and relaxation. 
The condition is 
quite common and in some cases 
no reason for it can be found.

WESTERN EUROPE 
UNION PROGRESSING 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, March 8— 
First articles of a pact intended to 
.bind five Western European nations 
tin a union to resist the further 
spread of Communism were drafted 
here today.

WILL ASK LOAN 
TO LATIN AMERICA 


State Dep artment Ex p ects 
To Req u est 30*Yr. Lo an 
Fro m Ex p o rt Bank 


( By AmocUUA frtn ) 
WASHINGTON, March 8 — Th e 
State department announced today 
it will ask congress soon to let th e 
export-import bank lend $ 500,000,- 
000 to Latin American countries. 
The announcement 
was 
in 
a 
statement sent to the house foreign 
affairs committee. 
It said the department also plans 
to request $ 20,000,000 “ to prevent 
disease and unrest" in the Amer­ 
ican-Brit bsh zone in Trieste during 
the 15-month period between April 
1, 1948 and J une 30, 1949, 
The committee had asked what 
foreign aid programs were Intended 
other than the European aid and 
China aid plans already proposed. 
The department listed these “ es­ 
timated authorizations and appro­ 
priations to be requested” : 
1. An economic rehabilitation ap­ 
propriation for J apan, Korea anci 
the Ryukyu Islands. The army is 
developing the plan, the depart­ 
ment said, and the amount “ has 
not yet been finally determined " 
2. Authority to extend financial 
aid to the Trieste zo ne. This will 
be asked under the law 
p ro v id ing 
for help to Italy, France and Aus­ 
tria. 
3. The loan authorization for 
Latin America. The only congress­ 
ional action needed is an extension 
of the export-import bank's present 
leading authority. 
4. A $ 65,000,000 Interest-free loan 
for the construction of United Na­ 
tions headquarters. 
This is to be 
arranged by an agreement between 
the United States and the U. N. 
The loan would be repaid In 30 
years, 
5. Inter-American military co­ 
operation. The department said no 
figures are available yet on how 
much will be asked to put into ef­ 
fect cooperation plans outlined In 
legislation already before the house.

Keep Planting Low in Front of 
Ofie-Story Houses, With Alain 
Floor Close to Ground Level. 
A 'new style in planting is re­ 
quired for modern homes, whlcn 
are usually one-story, without high 
basements, with main floor only 
one or two steps above ground level. 
Tall shrubs and evergreens used 
in conventional planting grow too 
high for jhese low houses, mak­ 
ing them seem lower, and eventual­ 
ly hiding them from view and shut­ 
ting the sunshine and view out. 
Landscaping should 
frame 
the 
house 
and 
emphasize 
its 
good 
points. A low house should never 
be dwarfed by tall plants around it; 
and a small house should not be 
made to seem smaller. 
Only low 
plants should be used in front of 
low modern houses, .and the plant­ 
ing should emphasize the horizon­ 
tal Hne, which has the effect of 
making the house appear wider. 


These effects can be well achieved 
by annual flowers; and the fashion 
for flowers in the front yard is 
spreading rapidly. An example of 
the effect which they produce is 
given in the illustration. On either 
side of the door a globe-shaped 
evergreen in a tub is used, rather 
than a pyramidal evergreen whiuh 
would soon grow too large. 
The 
line where house wall meets the 
ground is planted with a border 
of annual chrysanthemums, grow­ 
ing two feet tall, bearing single 
flowers of richly 
varied 
orange, 
brown, white and yellow flowers. 
Edging this border is a row of 
ageratum, one of the best sources 
of blue tones for flower borders. 
There are many other combinations 
which could be used in a similar 
way to produce a pleasing effect, 
in harmony with the colors of house 
wall and roof. In planting near mod­

T h a t’s the advice given by expert» 
of th e Community Service 9 oclety 
of New York, one of the oldest or­ 
ganizations dealing w ith hum an re­ 
lations, reports R uth Brindze in the 
Journal of Living. 
Achieving privacy 
in 
a 
small, 
crowded apartm ent m ay be diffi­ 
cult, the Community Service a d ­ 
visors adm it, but it can be done. 
B oth family units should get to­ 
gether, decide » which tim es of the 
day or evening certain rooms are 
to be reserved for them , and then 
abide by the decisions. 
Sharing household burdens'*is the 
second m ost vital point in living 
w ith another family, according to 
Community Service. 
In their own 
case work, Com m unity Service has 
found th a t disharm ony is likely to 
be caused by a person who w ants to 
do too m uch as by one trying to 
shirk.

Don't Skimp 
On the Roof 


If you are planning to build a

The roof obviously 
is one of the m ost im portant fea­ 
tures of a house. 
To afford the 
m axim um degree of protection it 
m ust be able to bear the brunt of 
w inter’s snow, ice and cold as well 
as sum m er’s h eat and rain. 
C onstituting such a vital, perm a­ 
nent part of a house, the roof 
should be of a m aterial which will 
last as long as possible w ith a m ini­ 
m um of m aintenance. Moreover, it 
is highly desirable from a safety 
c r fire-resistant. Combustible roofs 
are high on the lost of fire causes. 
Among the m odem roofing m a­ 
terials which have proved excep­ 
tionally satisfactory on all these 
counts are asbestos cem ent sh in­ 
gles. 
Composed basically of two 
fireproof substances, asbestos fibres 
and portland cem ent, these shingles 
will not bum . 
They are resistant 
to w ater, salt air and all the com­ 
mon causes of deterioration. 
Be­ 
cause of this they require little or 
no m aintenance, even after m any 
years of service. A lthough asbestos 
shingles have been used in this 
country for more th an 40 years, 
there is no record of one having 
warn out.

Kersten And Nix on Find 
Statellites In “ Deadly ” 
Fear of Sov iet’s Power 


By DOUGLAS B. CORNELL 
WASHINGTON, March 8 — Two 
inquisitive newcomers in congress 
now are sure that the Soviet satel- 
11 ties are in “deadly fear” of doing 
or saying anything that might even 
seem to be critical of Russia. 
Reps. Kersten <R-WU> and Nixon 
(R-OaUf) reached that decision after 
interviewing in person the ambas­ 
sadors or ministers of Finland, 
P ola nd , 
Yugoslavia, 
Romania, 
CaeChoslovak ia, Bulgaria and Hun­ 
gary. 
They took a reporter with 
them. 
Ttiey also decided that the nations 
of eastern Europe have turned Red 
not because they are hungry or poor 
but because of: 
1. Russia's nearby military might. 
2. The effectiveness of Commun - 
nlst minority parties in seizing con* 
trol of governments after first tak ­ 
ing over the police. 
Kersten and Nixon went around 
to see seven diplomat« « with the 
idea of pick ing up information that 
might be useful to congress in con­ 
sidering the Marshall plan. 
Over and over they heard the 
diplomats insist that people back 
home are perfectly free to criticise 
Russia. But they didn't track down 
any cases of criticism.. 
Speak Freely 
“Yes," said Nlasim Mevorah, the 
Bulgarian minister, “private citizens 
speak freely what they lik e, it Is not 
a question of the 
principle 
or 
whether they are free or not to 
speak against Russia. The majority 
feels k indly toward Russia. 
"Russia helps Is throw off Ger­ 
many. the majority feels warm and 
ffk RDtfiy.” 
Kersten: “Do you feel the So- 
vUet union in any way has sought 
to influence the political or eco­ 
nomic freedom of Bulgaria since 
the war?'" 
Mevorah: “I want to be 
quite 
frank about this. 
Our relations 
have been determined primarily by 
the terms of the armistice and peace 
treaty. Russia has been very strict 
and correct in fulfilling the terms. 
But tt did not interfere in any way 
With the development of Bulgaria, 
economic cultural or political. 
“The papers say there is a hid­ 
den Russian influence, that every­ 
thing is dictated by Russia. 
Just 
legends. They say there are 100.- 
000 
Russians 
in 
street 
clothes. 
Ridiculous. 
We don’t see them at 
a ll“ 
* 
Nixon ask ed the Yugoslavian min­ 
ister, Sava N. Kosanovich. 
"In your newspapers and in par­ 
liament. has there been construc­ 
tive criticism, or criticism of any 
k ind, of both the United States and 
the Soviet Union? 
Kosanovtch: “No, not because we 


can't criticize the Soviet Union, but 
because we have no reason for it.'' 
Nixon: 
“We are wondering, in 
view of the present conflict of in­ 
terests (between the U. S. and Rus­ 
sia), whether you have any criti­ 
cism of soviet foreign policy. It Is 
hard for us to believe we are al­ 
ways wrong and they are always 
right. 
Do you k now of any ex­ 
amples of Russia stepping _j>ver the 
line?” 
Doesn’t Disagree - 
Kosanovich: “I don't think they 
did.’’ 
“Nixon: “We are mostly at fault?" 
Kosanovich: “You are mostly at 
fault. 
You are the most active. 
Dynamism comes from the United 
States. We hope for peace, and the 
United States is necessary for peace, 
and I think it could be york ed 
out.” 
Moving on the Romanian lega­ 
tion, Kersten ask ed Vlad Mardar- 
escu, the charge d'affaires: 
“Do you feel there is any cause 
for criticism by Romania of the 
position on foreign policy of the 
Soviet government?" 
Mardarescu: “Romania feels, and 
the Romanian people feel, that they 
must have the best relations with 
all their neighbors. 
“For the first time in history, 
Romania has the beat 
relations 
with all her neighbors. 
For the 
Soviet Union, we have that feeling 
of good neighbors. 
But we are 
very much indebted to the Soviet 
government for all the help they 
have given. 
With her help we 
freed the territory of Romania 
from the Germans. 
As far as economic questions are 
concerned, it was the country which 
gave us the most help without ask ­ 
ing anything from us." 
The two congressmen saw the 
Finnish minister, Dk . K. T. Jutlla. 
just before Russia put in its bid 
for a non-aggression treaty. 
Are the people of Finland able 
to criticize Russia freely if they 
wish?” Kersten inquired. 
Jutila: “We are free to criticize. 


But our advice has been to liave 
friendly relations." 
Over at the Hungarian legation, 
76-year-old Dr. Rustem Vamberry 
was in a minority position. He said 
that “absolutely” both the United 
States and Russia must retreat in 
their policies somewhat if Europe s 
difficulties are to be solved. 
Hungary's desire to come into 
the Marshall plan, a matter of for­ 
eign policy, was "thwarted by Rus­ 
sia," he said. But the Soviet Union 
he said, “did not and does not in­ 
terfere with the internal affairs of 
Hungary because it Is not to their 
interests.” 
Varaberry 
said 
the 
“Russians 
wouldn't tolerate it" if someone got 
up on a street corner to speak anti- 
Soviet propaganda. 
He said the natural leaning of 
Hungary is toward the west. 
Nixon: "Isn’t it being drawn to­ 
ward the east? 
Vamberry: “Yes. If you look at 
a map you will see Hungary is 
squeezed between three Slav coun­ 
tries. It Is not Slavic, obviously it 
has to obey orders." 
Kersten: "What Is the strongest 
party, In your country?" 
Vamberry: "The strongest is still 
the Smallholders party. It Is neith­ 
er pro nor anti-Communlst. 
You 
can't be 
anti-Communlst 
in 
a 
country where there are Commun­ 
ists." 
Kersten tried to get an appoint­ 
ment with the Soviet ambassador. 
He explained to an embassy spok es­ 
man that the purpose of the ap­ 
pointment would be to discuss “the 
possibility of the frank approach" 
to the question of Russian influence 
on the satellite countries. 
Hours later, the answer came 
back by telephone: 
“The ambassador Is not in a posi­ 
tion to accept.”
